ment of the Interior, are of uncommon interest. Seventy- 
five per cent. of all the smokers in the United States hold their 
cigars or pipes in the left corner of their mouths, twenty per cent. 
in the right corner, and five per cent. midway. ‘The reason is that 
the arterial arrangement in the human brain is usually simpler on 
the right side, and this, being the dominating half, compels the other 
side to do its bidding. Every smoker knows that there is something 
in this besides habit. ‘Try to smoke on the other side, and you 
realize that something is wrong. It is unnatural. 

The figures also show an average of five matches to each cigar 
or pipe. The average was formerly much lower, but the cigarette 
smokers have pulled it up.
